Enrollment exceeds 1,000 


as College opens 90th year; 


Freshman total is 361 


—— COLLEGE opened its 90th 
year with a record-breaking en- 
rollment of 1,039 to mark the first 
time that the ee of students has 
exceeded 1,000 in its history. Full- 
time degree students numbered 1,011. 

A “computer-checked” registration 
summary showed an increase of near- 
ly 14 percent over last year’s high of 
914. Included in the total count are 
598 men and 441 women. 
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Another record high of 944 resident 
students also has been reported. More 
than 150 of the men are living in off- 
campus college-owned houses or pri- 
vate homes. 

In a breakdown by classes, the 
seniors have 165, juniors 201, sopho- 
mores 284, and freshmen 361 of the 
1,011 degree candidates. An addi- 
tional 23 are unclassified students and 
five are special.

Cross-Cutting the Campus 


There is a statement in the Col- 
lege’s development story which reads: 
“Although Juniata honors tradition 
and respects the past, it is an ongoing 
institution of learning, not a collec- 
tion of historic monuments.” 

Growth and expansion of Juniata 
College this year has resulted in the 
opening of a data processing center 
and the re-location of an enlarged 
office for the registrar in place of an- 
other “historic monument”’—Found- 
ers Chapel. 

Four IBM machines have been in- 
stalled in the center to provide quick- 
er service for students and give some 
relief to the harassed records-keeping 
departments and the faculty. The 
equipment complements the IBM 
1620 computer which has been in op- 
eration in the College's Computer 
Center for two years. 

The data processing equipment will 
be used primarily for the registrar 
during the first year, but more office 
procedures, including business, ad- 
missions and alumni, will switch to 
automation in the future.

Central Unit Open 


The central hub unit of the new 
Science Center was ready for use 
when college opened in September. 

An auditorium seating 425—known 
as Alumni Hall—and two lecture 
rooms, each with 106 seats, are being 
used. Courses in Great Epochs of 
World Culture; Integration of Art, 
Knowledge and Conduct; American 
History; General Biology; and chem- 
istry are being conducted in the audi- 
torium on the ground floor of the cir- 
cular building. 

Classes in mathematics, physics and 
geology are being held in the two lec- 
ture rooms in the rear of the second 
floor. The front area will be used as a 
science library. 

Construction of the $2.7 million 
complex is expected to be completed 
in December and ready for partial use 
in the Spring term. Plans to remodel 
old Science Hall into a classroom 
building are now on the drawing 


board.

The Focus series of public lectures and performances 
at the College was expanded this year to include films 
and exhibitions. All programs have been arranged to 
help focus attention on Art and Life in this century. 

Four films opened the Focus program “Carnival in 
Flanders” and “Muscle Beach” were shown Sept. 23, and 
“Under the Roofs of Paris” and “The Assignation” Sept. 
24. 

The first exhibition was presented by the Mid-State 
Artists (regional) from Oct. 2-23 in the Shoemaker Gal- 
leries of Carnegie Building. 

The first performance was presented by “Teresa y su 
Compania Espanola” Oct. 14 in Oller Hall. The interna- 
tional star, Teresa, and her company of seven Spanish 
dancers, Flamenco singer and musicians presented a 
unique program of drama, theatre and dance. 

The Film Festival will continue in a two-night series 
in November, February and May and will offer films 
ranging from Germany of 1919 to India of 1959. 

Other exhibitions scheduled are German Medieval 
Sculpture, photographic enlargements taken by Dr. Har- 
ald Busch of Frankfort am Main (Nov. 10-Dec. 1); Fifty 
Years of American Art from the Provincetown Golden 
Anniversary (Jan. 7-28); and Inform and Interpret, works 
by contemporary artists (Feb. 23-Mar. 16). 

The series of lectures and performances will include 
Robert B. Luce, publisher of The New Republic, on 
Wednesday, Nov. 17; Alvin Toffler, author of “The Cul- 
ture Consumers,” on Wednesday, Feb. 16; the Norwegian 
Festival Orchestra on Friday, Mar. 4; and Gerald Hol- 
ton, professor of physics at Harvard, on Thursday, April 
14, as the Will Judy guest lecturer. |

The Campaign in Juniata Valley 


Contributions to the Juniata Valley 
campaign to support the College have 
exceeded $203,477, General Chair- 
man Dale W. Detwiler, Roaring 
Spring, reported in mid-October. 

The campaign, launched last spring 
to aid the college’s $5.3 million long- 
range development program, has 
“progressed well” in the five-county 
area surrounding Huntingdon, Mr. 
Detwiler said. 

At the same time, he explained tha 
the effort in Altoona has been con- 
cluded and he commended Earl E. 
Weller, chairman in Altoona, for his 
leadership in supervising a “very 
helpful campaign.” 

Campaigns will be completed in 
the Cove area and in Huntingdon 
county by the end of October, Mr. 
Detwiler explained. The Juniata Val- 
ley effort will continue until the end 
of the calendar year in Bedford and 
Mifflin counties.

The Sports Parade 


A formidable eleven of former 
Little All-Americans, All-Staters, 
and starters from the unbeaten 
Tangerine Bowl team has been 
selected for Juniata’s all-time team 
of “Tribe grid greats.” 

Topping the list of vote-getters 
among the 66 players nominated 
are Bill Berrier *60, assistant dean 
of men and top-scoring fullback of 
the late 750s, and the Tangerine 
Bowl passing combination of Pat 
Tarquinio ’56, a tailback, and Barry 
Drexler °56, spectacular end. All 
three were All-State choices and 
selected on various Little All- 
America teams. 

The poll was conducted by The 
Juniatian, student weekly, and the 
College’s weekly Football Letter, 
in an effort to determine the 
choice of outstanding players by 
former varsity lettermen. 

Oldest player to make the top 
eleven was Juniata’s brightest star 
of the late “40s, “Meteor Mike” 
Dzvonar ’50, a rugged halfback 
from W. Aliquippa, Pa., who led 
the state in scoring and the 1949 
team in rushing, passing and scor- 
ing. 

_— out ‘the backfield was 
one of the youngsters, Ron Poru- 
ban °63, a sharp passing quarter- 
back in the early ’60s, from Beaver- 
town, Pa., who holds the college’s 
career passing mark. 

In aiiten to Drexler and Tar- 
quinio, both of McKees Rocks, Pa., 
two other starters from the Tribe’s 
three-year undefeated Tangerine 
Bowl team were selected: Keith 
Birmingham ’56, Coraopolis, Pa., 
at end, and John Staley *57, Taren- 
tun, Pa., at center.

Closest competition in the voting 
was for the guard and tackle posts. 
Little All-American and All-Stater 
Bill Crowell ’64, Patton, Pa., mild- 
mannered mathematics major and 
co-captain of the 1963 team, was 
named to one guard spot and Coy 
Hicks ’51, a Dean’s List student 
and “watch-charm” 1951 edition 
from Huntingdon, gained the other 
guard position. 

The Tribe’s first Associated Press 
Little All-American, Joe (The 
Toe) Veto 55, McKees Rocks, Pa., 
is paired at tackle with the late Al 
Dungan ‘61, Southampton, Pa. 
Veto was the best placekicker 
(holds the season PAT record, of 
22) of the mid-’50s, and Dungan 
was the Tribe’s best punter (holds 
the season punting average record 
of 38.7). 

Two other linemen, both mem- 
bers of Coach Bob Hicks’ 1954 
and 1955 teams and stars in the 
bowl game at Orlando, Fla., ran 
very close in the voting. They were 
Bill Haushalter *56, also a former 
McKees Rocks resident, now head 
coach of Philipsburg-Osceola High, 
and Charles “Moon” Mullen ’57, 
one-time Altoona gridder. Haus- 
halter was a guard, Mullen a 
tackle. 

Among the old-timers, prior to 
the ‘50s, the leading choices were 
the late B. J. “Fuzzy” Andrews ’31, 
a quarterback in the late "20s and 
early ’30s, and Ed Grega °41, star 
all-around back of the 1940 team. 

Professors P. M. (Mike) Snider 
"26, and Jack E. Oller ’23, both 
members of the Juniata faculty, 
were the leading vote-getters in the 
20s.
